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The cover picture this month is a 


GIF file titled "Farside.GIF". It 
shows an image that you would 
never see ... craters from the farside 
of the moon. As you are probably 
aware, the moon always presents 
the same side to the earth as it 
revolves around this world and so, 
unless you’re an astronaut, you 
would never have seen the "farside" 
of the moon. 


It is a GIF image of 842 by 975 
pixels in 256 colours. Its file size is 
356,603 bytes. 


It comes from a CD-ROM called 
"World of GIF" which contains 
some 3000 high resolution pictures, 
mainly in the GIF format. 


This is over 600 megabytes of 
software, and this form of file can 
be used by the Amiga, the 
Macintosh or the IBM clone 
machines.

Promises ... 
Promises. | 


All we seem to get these days about 
the future of the Amiga is promises: 
promises but nothing delivered, 


There still seems to be only two 
main contenders for the Amiga 
technology and that is 1. "Amiga 
International" the old Commodore 
UK headed by Donald Pleasance 
and 2. Creative Equipment 
International (C.E.I.) headed by 
Alex Amor. 


Both of these contenders are 
promising that they have the suc- 
cessful bid and that they will con- 
tinue to build and market Amiga 
machines in one form or another. 
There are even roports of celebra- 
tion parties being held by 
Commodore UK. 


In the meantime, the Amiga slowly 
sinks into the mire of the unknown 
while more and more developers 
and programmers silently slip away 
to other computer platforms. 
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It will soon reach a stage where, un- 
less a decision is made soon by the 
liquidators and accountants, there 
will nothing left of value to sell. 
Amiga technology is quickly dating 
... Workbench 3.1 1s only a mild 
upgrade, with no real improvements 
over Workbench 3.0. The new 
AAA chipset will soon be obsolete, 
even before it has been properly de- 
veloped and will probably be 
made reduntant by 3D RISC. 


All of this makes you wonder what 
the contenders are paying their mil- 
lions for. It 1s reputed that there is 
very little in the way of Amiga 
hardware. To me the best part of the 
Amiga is not the hardware, or the 
software ... it is the loyalty of the 
Amiga users themselves. Here we 
have a large number of computer 
enthusiasts who don’t want to be 
part of the mainstream, but who 
want something different and better 
than the average. It the early years 
of Commodore, the Amiga provided 
just that (as did the Commodore 64 
before it), but now, unfortunately 
the IBM clones have overtaken ys 
and it is only our individualism 
which prevents a lot of us going 
over to the more widely accepted 
platforms. 

And THAT is the real value of 
Amiga.

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In November’s Questions & 
Answers, Derek Hackett asked: 


I have both a "s:startup-sequence" 
and a "s:startup-sequence.HD" file. 
They both appear identical except 
that the "s:startup-sequence" has 
additional lines that read: 

rexxmast >NIL: 

Path SYS: add 

Assign Memos: SYS:Memos 


The "s:startup-sequence" is the one 
being used, so what is the other one 
for. 

As I have a A600HD I would have 
expected the ".HD" file to be the 
one used ??? 


Without having your Amiga 600 in 
front of me, Derek, any attempt to 
answer your question can only be 
speculation on my part. The ideal 
person to answer would be the 
dealer or distributor who originally 
fitted the hard drive to your com- 
puter. However, that being said, I 
can still provide a few clues that 
will point you in the right direction 
to figuring it out yourself. 


It is amazing what can be deduced 
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with a little knowledge of the 
Amiga Shell -- along with a few 
clues from other club members with 
the same sort of computer. 


I have never had an Amiga 600, but 
my Workbench 2.04 software 
upgrade came with both a "Startup- 
sequence" AND a “Startup- 
sequence.HD" like yours. The idea 
was that if you had a hard drive, 
you replaced "Startup-sequence" 
with its .HD equivalent. My guess 
is that your A600 started out the 
same, and whoever fitted the hard 
drive, accomplished the relevant 
software adjustment using the 
Amiga Shell command: 

Copy S:Startup-sequence.HD to 
S:Startup-sequence 


This would have overwritten your 
original Startup-sequence with a 
copy of Startup-sequence.HD. 


List S:Startup#? 

This will show you the last 
modification dates of both files. A 
Startup-sequence creation date more 
recent than Startup-sequence.HD 
could be an indication that we are 
on the right track. (Although the 
reverse does not apply -- see 
below). 


If this should tum out to be the case, 
then your computer really has two 
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copies of "Startup-sequence.HD", 
the original now serving as nothing 
more than a backup. The only one 
relevant to the Amiga’s operating 
system is the one called "Startup- 
sequence". 


Some programs subsequently added 
to your hard drive may have re- 
quired "installation". Apart from 
copying the files, this process often 
includes adding an Assign state- 
ment or two to the Startup- 
sequence, eg: 

Assign DPaintIV: Work:/DPIV 
Assign Memos: Sys:Memos 


The purpose of these statements is" 


to let the new program know where 
to find its accompanying files on 
the hard disk. It can find them easi- 
ly enough while the original floppy 
is still in the drive, but when you 
move them to a hard disk, you need 
to create a "logical device" of the 
same name. This fools the program 
into thinking it is still reading the 
original floppy disk. 


However, in the case of your 
Startup-sequence, it appears to have 
happened the other way around. 


:-Assign Memos: SYS:Memos 

The example doesn’t make sense as 
it is. I suspect the colon ":" at the 
start of the line should be a semi- 
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colon ";". This is a way of telling 
AmigaDOS to ignore the statement 
without requiring its complete 
removal from the file. The ";" nor- 
mally declares everything on the 
remainder of the line as a comment. 
The procedure of de-activating a 
statement this way 1s known as 
"commenting out" the statement. 
(Similar to "REM’ in BASIC). 


Referring back to the ’List’ com- 
mand’s output again, if both Startup 
files’ dates are the same (with no 
more than a few seconds difference 
between the times), it probably 
means that the software adjustments 
were done on another computer (or 
disk), and both files copied simul- 
taneously to your present hard 
drive. 


(However some versions of Copy, 
eg XCopy and Workbench Copy, 
preserve the original date stamps. In 
that case the evidence would have 
survived intact). 


If the time difference is a matter of 
minutes or hours, the adjustments 
were probably made by the person 
installing your hard drive. If there is 
a large difference (months, years), 
then others have probably added to 
your Startup-sequence since then. 


The most common reason for 
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changing a Startup-sequence is to 
include Assign statements as men- 
tioned above. However the practice 
of altering the Startup-sequence for 
this purpose has been officially dis- 
couraged by Commodore beginning 
with Release 2.0 of the Operating 
System. Any knowledgable dealer 
or user is now expected to put such 
assignments in "User-startup” in- 
stead. 


The most likely exception would be 
a ready-made "Click-to-Install" 
script. This could be of any age and, 
even if recent, might prefer writing 
to "Startup-sequence" rather than 
“User-startup" in order to remain 
compatible with Version 1.3 
Amigas. (It would certainly not be 
interested in a file called "Startup- 
sequence.HD"). Each event of this 
type would increase the difference 


between the date stamps of the two 
files. 


My chances of getting this far with- 
out taking a wrong turn, when I 
haven’t even seen the evidence on 
your hard drive, have to be very 
slim indeed. Maybe your A600 
doesn’t have a clock and you don’t 
bother setting the time... so I won’t 
try to go any further, EXCEPT to 
offer a comment on the other two 
extra statements in your Startup- 
sequence. 
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rexxmast >NIL: 


This starts up the ARexx macro/in- 
terprocess communication language 
on your computer. It is not strictly 
necessary, aS programs that use 
ARexx can call for it themselves 
when they need it. So it makes 
sense to leave this statement out of 
all-floppy systems where space on 
the boot disk is scarce. But it is well 
worth including when you have a 
hard drive. (My guess: It was added 
when the hard drive was installed). 


Path SYS: add 


"Sys:" is the logical name automati- 
cally assigned to the root directory 
of the disk or partition that the 
Amiga boots from. "Path" here adds 
"sys:" to the AmigaDOS Search 
Path. This is a list of directories 
where AmigaDOS (and recent ver- 
sions of Workbench) look for any 
program whose path is not explicit- 
ly stated in the command or Tool 
that invokes it. (My guess: it was 
created when a program was in- 
stalled in the sys: directory -- 
possibly the same program whose 
Assign was later commented out 
when it and its Memos’ subdirec- 
tory were deleted).
